County Courthouse Commissioner’s Room, 229 East D Street, Trenton, Nebraska on Monday, the 6", day of
April, 2015 commencing at 9:00 o’clock a.m. Present were Chair Scott McDonald, Commissioners Paul
Nichols and Ron Wertz and County Clerk Margaret Pollmann. Notice of the meeting was given in advance
thereof by publication in the Hitchcock County News, the designated method for giving notice. Board agendas
are posted on the County’s website www.hitchcockcounty.ne.gov.

Sheriff Bryan Leggott joined the meeting and the board acknowledged receipt of the surplus property
affidavits from Sheriff Leggott for a 2007 Dodge Ram pickup and an Excalibur light bar. The pickup will be
transferred to Road District #2 and the light bar will be offered to a county fire department. Discussion was
held on County Road 348. Sheriff Leggott advised that Road 348 is designated correctly in Hitchcock County
through 911 addressing and Dundy County mapping is incorrect.

Truck bid specifications were reviewed. Bids will be solicited for a 2000 or newer production model semi
tractor with day cab until Monday, April 20™ 2015 at 10:30 a.m. and will be published and posted accordingly.

Board acknowledged receipt of the Sheriff’s First Quarter report and the Assessor’s Plan for Assessment for
2015, 2016 & 2017.

County Attorney D. Eugene Garner joined the meeting.

Mark Wilcox representing Wellness Partners joined the meeting and presented a report from the 2014 Health
Fair and discussion was held on the same. It was the consensus of the board to again host a health fair for
county personnel on a date to be determined. Mr. Wilcox will contact Clerk Pollmann as to setting a date for
said health fair and obtaining the necessary documentation.

Highway Superintendent Phillip Dixon and Lance Harter with Oakcreek Engineering joined the meeting.
Superintendent Dixon advised as to NIRMA and NDOR communications. Mr. Harter presented “Agreement(s)
for Professional Services” for bridge replacement on structures C004402605, C04414605, and C004403705 and
discussion was held on the same. Various road and bridge projects were also discussed.

Member Wertz moved to enter into Agreement(s) for Professional Services” for bridge replacement on
structures C004402605, C04414605, and C00440370 with Oak Creek Engineering, LLC and direct Chair to
execute the same. Member McDonald seconded the motion and after consideration the following members
voted in favor of the motion: Nichols, Wertz and McDonald. Motion carried.

Emergency Manager Patrick Gerdes joined the meeting and presented a preliminary 2015/2016 budget and
advised as to progress of the FirstNet communications system and the completion of stage one of the same.

Gregg O’Brien with Nebraska Machinery joined the meeting and discussion was held on future county
equipment needs.

Board acknowledged receipt of the recommendation of the Hitchcock County Planning Commission on the
Application for Conditional Use submitted by Raicom, Inc. to construct a 190’ guyed tower for wireless
communications and an 8°x8’ shed to house electronics, to be located in the SE corner of the NE4 of Section
26, Township 1 North, Range 35 West, Hitchcock County, Nebraska.
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Chair McDonald opened the public hearing at 11:15 a.m. this date as published for the conditional use filed
by Raicom, Inc. Those present Rhett Rogers and Brad Leach with BWTelcom.

Chair asked for those in favor of granting the conditional use as requested in the application. There were
none. Chair asked for those in opposition of granting the conditional use. There were none. Chair asked for
those representing a neutral position. There were none. Mr. Leach advised as to a lease with Kent and Marilyn
for the site.

Chair closed the public hearing at 11:17 a.m. this date.
Board finds that this conditional use is consistent with Hitchcock County’s comprehensive plan.

Member Nichols offered Resolution #15-5 and moved for its’ adoption. Member Wertz seconded the
motion, and after consideration the roll was called thereupon and the following members voted in favor of the
motion: Wertz, Nichols, and McDonald.

RESOLUTION 15-5

WHEREAS, the Hitchcock County Board of Commissioners having held a public meeting on April 6, 2015
for the purpose of reviewing the Application for Conditional Use filed by Raicom, Inc. for construction of a
190’ guyed tower for wireless communications and an 8’x 8’ shed to house electronics to be located in the SE
corner of the NE %4 of Section 26, Township 1 North, Range 35 West of the 6" P.M., Hitchcock County,
Nebraska, and after review and research of said application, to act to approve or disapprove the same, and

WHEREAS, the Hitchcock County Board of Commissioners having held a public hearing on April 6, 2015
for the purpose of hearing said application and for hearing comments thereon from the public in attendance and
to receive evidence in relation thereto; and

WHEREAS, the Notice of said Public Hearing was published in the McCook Daily Gazette on March 9t
2015; and

WHEREAS, a copy of the notice of said Public Hearing was duly mailed on March 6™, 2015 by U.S. Mail,
proper first class postage prepaid, to all adjacent landowners as evidenced by the Certificate of Service on file in
the office of the Hitchcock County Clerk; and

WHEREAS the Hitchcock County Board of Commissioners have received the recommendation of the
Hitchcock County Planning Commission recommending approval of said application; and

WHEREAS the Hitchcock County Board of Commissioners, having found that the requested conditional
use of said land is consistent with the Hitchcock County Comprehensive Plan and is permitted as a conditional
use in the AG-G General Agricultural District pursuant to Section 501.06 (3) on the following conditions, to
wit:

CONDITION(S):
1. Said tower shall comply with any applicable airport hazard height limitations and shall be setback
from the right-of-way of any public roadway, from the nearest property line of any undeveloped lot
of record of less than 20 acres in area or any public use area and from the nearest wall of any
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neighboring church, school, or residential dwelling unit by a distance equal to or exceeding the
height of said tower;

2. The technology used to provide service to the customers shall be in the B and C blocks in the 700
MHZ spectrum range;

3. The applicant shall exercise and take all reasonable necessary steps to insure that there is no
interference for adjoining residential landowners and to correct any interference if it occurs; and

4. Refer to Staff Report dated March 16, 2015, submitted by Darin Morgan, Hitchcock County Zoning
Administrator, attached hereto as Exhibit A and incorporated herein by this reference.
